Applicants Amendment filed August 28, 2003 has been considered but not found to be persuasive. The rejections of claims 12-1 7 are 
being maintained. Applicants argue that the claim language added and deleted in Claim 12 limits the claim to amidic cross-linked 
polysaccharides. Claim 12 is still not seen to limit it to purely amidic cross-linked polysaccharides only. Since the amide group also has a 
carboxy group, the recitation "preparation of amidic cross-linked polysaccharides containing carboxy groups" is still seen to include 
carboxy groups in addtion to amidic cross-links.
